ATTACK A CH URCH; 


| h beaters of Priests Stirs 


Lithuanian Congregation; 
Fight Follows. 


ARREST MEN AND. WOMEN

A verbal attack by Socialist speakers di- 
rected at two priests of St. George's Lithuan- 
jan Roman Catholic church ended last night 
in a bodily attack upon the speakers by mem- 
bers of the church congregation. Several 
persons were slightly injured and ten were 
arrested. 

The speakers, after defying a crowd of 300 
angered parishioners, made en effort to re- 
sist the police. The fight occurred at West 
Thirty-third street and Auburn avenue amida 
shower of vegetables and eggs hurled by the 
Lithuanians. The Socialists lost. 

Walter Yateman, 1881 South Seventh ave- 

hue, Maywood, was arrested as the leader 
of the Socialists. Two Lithuanian women, 
who took a prominent pert in the denuncia- 
tion of the priests, were also booked. They 
gave their names es Marianna Aukeelis and 
Marianna Jacubitus, ooth of 644 Liberty 
street. 3 | 
Ministers Send for Police. 
The riot occurred after the Rev. M. Krawe- 
gunas, pastor of the church, and the Rev. 
C. Zajkowski, assistabt pastor, sent an ap- 
peal to the Thirty-fifth street police station 
to have the Socialists silenced. The priests 
feared that members of the church would 
mob the speakers. 

Lieut. Michael Crane when notified sent a 
policeman there to ask the speakers to re- 
frain from speaking about the church end 
annoying the priests and neighbors, who had 
also made complaint. 

When the police arrived Yetemen was 
speaking and the police say in his speech he 
attacked the police, the church, and its fol- 
lowers. Yateman gave way to the women, 
who became more bitter in their verbal at- 
tacks. They refused to stop caiking and the 
policeman sent in a riot call 


: Crowd Pelts the Speakers. 
Lieut. Crane, Sergt. Thomas Daly, and a 
patrol wagon filled with policemen went to 
the scene. When they arrived they found 
the Socialists surrounded by a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred persons who were throwing 
eggs, fruit, vegetabies, and stones at them. 
The Socialists, in the face of the hullabaloo, 
were prancing about their improvised piet- 
form, hurling invective at the crowd, and 
defying them, in true anarchistic style. to 
do their worst. 
| Visions of the Haymarket riots rose be- 
fore the police as, with weapons drawn, they 
surged through the mob. The riot was 
quelled. Ten of the Socialists were collared 
and loaded into s patrol wagon. 


Crowd Follows to Station. 

| fhe progress of the wagon to the station 
was slow. Several hundred persons sur- 
rounded it and folowed fit every step of the 
way, hooting, jeering, and pelting the con- 
‘veyance with missiles. For a half hour or 
more the crowd remained in front of the 
station and was dispersed with difficulty. 

| The other prisoners arrested were: Dom- 
inick Jacubitus, V. ‘Kalinanskas, Joseph 
Ryan, E. Kaminski, Anton Kazilaras, Ben- 
jamin Sideskis, and Alfonso Keralius.

ONLY FIVE GAMBLERS SEIZED 


Hawthorne racetrack served yesterday to 
emphasize the statement of a recent gam- 
bler: ‘ Ail the authorities have to do is to 
tell the gamblers to close up and they'll close 
up.” There were from fifty to one hundred 
bookmakers present at the opening of the 
first in the three day racing meet under the 


‘auspices of the union’ business agents. 


These bookmakers and their touts were 
in the paddock, the grandstand, all over the 
track; Sheriff Zimmer and 125 deputies were 
algo present. The sheriff had, in repeated in- 
terviews, declared/himost daily that “ There 
will be no gambling at Hawthorne track.”’ 

There was gambling in plenty. Reporters 
for THe TRisuNs had no trouble in placing 
bets. They were solicited on every side by 
the agenis of the gamblers, 


Raid a Family Party. 

But the great force of deputy sheriffs was 
unable to find more than five. They had no 
difficulty, however, in locating a family 
party in the grandstand who were making 
“fun” bets among themselves. 

The party consisted of James O’'Laughiin 
and his sisters, Lorettta ana Jane. None 
of them had ever seen a horserace before 
and they were having a great time in the 
grandstand picking the winners of the 
This game became so exciting that 
the inherent gaming spirit in their veins led 
them to back their favorites with real money. 
were gambling. 

Loretta, who is 16, bet James 50 cents thet | 
Gllpin, whe was left at. the post, would win 
the fourth race. Jane threw down a quarter 
on Tom Bigbee, who ran third. But the 
O’Laughilings were tactless in their gambling. 
They talked loud and laughed louder, and 
that is what led to their downfall. 


Deputy Has Eagle Eyes. 

An eagle eyed deputy sheriff who was 
perched in the top row of the stand saw the 
money change hands and heard James boast- 
ing loudly of ‘‘ making a killing.’’ The deputy 
at once swept down on the O’ Laughlin family 
party. The grandstand was in a commotion 
at once. James was dazed and his sisters 
became téarful, but the deputy explained with 
dignity that he was only doing his duty. 

Soon two other deputies came to his assist- 
ance, and James was dragged down to the 
ground. It took his sisters about fifteen min- 
utes of explanation to release their brother. 

During the arrest of James O’Laughlin on 
the charge of gambling, handbook men- were 
plying their trade a)! over the premises. The 
deputy sheriffs had more difficulty tn finding 
these gamesters. During the day Shoriff 
Zimmer’s men managed, however, to arrest 
five alleged gamblers, one of them a book~ 
maker. The other four were bettors, 


Attendance Not Large, 

The three days’ race meet of the Chicago 
Business Agent's association opened with a 
smal] attendance. The deputy sheriffs and 
bookmakers and the agents of the latter 
seemed to bein the majority. Besides Sheriff 
Zimmer, Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters, and 
125 lesser lights of their force, the Business 
Agenta’ association also had twenty-seven 
mén at the track. This little army had noth- 
ing to dd but watch the gamblers, according 
\to Sheriff Zimmer. But opposed to the great 
retinue of deputies was as big a force of 
scouts and touts from the bookmakers, 

It was impossible to walk the length of 
the grounds in front of the grand stand with- 
out running into either a deputy sherifr or 
@ bandbook man. It was equally impossible 
to saunter through the grounds near the 
judges’ stand and the casino or the paddock 
being approached by the agents of 
the gamblers who solicited betting. 


One Claims $500 Cleanup,” 

If the gamblers made any real money they 
must heave drawn bets from practically every- 
body at the meet with the presumabie ex- 
ception of the sheriff’s force. The bets were 
mostly small, ranging from $1 to $10 on the 
average. One handbook man boasted that 
he had made @ cleanup of $500 on the first 
race. | 
The first news that any visitor at Haw- 
thorne heard on entering the grounds was 
that gambling was wide Open. The rumor 
also was heard that some of the deputies 
had been “fixed.” Sheriff Zimmer and Chief 
Deputy Peters, however, came out with « 
statement early in the day saying that if 
they heard that any of their deputies were 

iz their duty charges would be filed 
with the civil service board. 

The gamblers had been operating with®ut 
any molestation for ahout two hours when 
Chief Deputy Peters met a TRIBUN®E re- 
porter and informed him that gambling at 
Hawthorne was a thing of the past. 


“Mo Gambling’ Order Issued.

Sleuths Find Men Playing 
~‘*“Casino” for args

Seize Poolroom Men at No. 837;

It was an even break last night fér the 
gamblers. Two places were raided and two 
were tipped off before the police arrived. 
One of the two winning raids was conducted 
by deputy sheriffs. One of the two losing 
raids was the result either of a “' tip off " or 
of the deliberate connivance of the raiding 
party. It was hardtotell which. The failure 
of the other was plainly the ro wf a “tip 

off.” 

In getting into the rooms of a “ whist "’ 
club on the third floor of the Hartford buliid- 
ing the police were so slow that a nice game 
of denatured casino was going by the time 
they got inside. 

At the other false alarm raid, all but eight 
of 197 players who were in a gambling house 
back of a saloon at 735 West Sixty-thira 
street melted away within two hours after 
John H. Lyle, secretary of the Englewood 
Law and Order league, started the police 
after them. When the police arrived only 
the eight were left. 


Play Casino for Matches. 

Three doors with the latchstrings inside 
and a carefully trained negro lookout saved 
patrons of the Hartford Whist club from an 
unpleasant experien¢e. 

When a raiding party of detectives finally 
got beyond tha third and last door, they saw 
nothing more ‘suspicious than a score of 
sedate gentlemen playing casino for match 
sticks. “ 

The rooms of the.club are on the third 
floor of the Hartford building opposite the ' 
law offices of Robert Cantwell. Julius Feld- | 
stein, Pierre Marx, and Charles Sherlock, a 
former deputy sheriff, are the officers—the 
—. ¥ proprietors—of the institution. The 
clu S flourished for several years. 

Membership cards are unknown to fre- 
quenters of the “‘ whist club.” A word spoken 
or written by some one w name is known | 
to the management entitles anybody to all 
the privileges of membership. ' 

One of the detectives stood at the door and 
pressed the buzzer while his three compah- 
ions remained below.

Inmate Attacks ““Guest,’” Says Former

asylum, arranged qa unique vaudeville in 
which patients were made to exhibit their 
deformities for the amusement of the guests. 

Among the Chicagoans in the party were 
Charlie Becker, the bartender at Layine’s 
saloon, Van Buren and Kedzie avenue; Dave 
Ryan, saloonkeeper, Twelfth and Troy 
streets; Gus Weber, pensioned policeman; 
Pete Matthews, tester of cement in the de- 
partment of public works; Oscar Blattner, 
salesman for the Thomas Molding Brick 
company. 

Charlies Hulse, former supervisor of Dun- 
ning institution, described the party to Tu= 
TRIBUNE. 


Describes the Bartzen Party. 

“TY think it was Friday, Aug. 4, that young 
Bartzen came out. to the hospital with his 
friends,” said Hulee. “They had an auto- 
mobile, owned by Blattner, and arrived in 
the afternoon. They were in high spirits. 

“One of the clerks in the office offered to 
show them ithrough the hospital On one 
pretext or another the guests were assefh- 
bled in a corridor and then unexpectedly the 
inmates of a violent epileptic ward were 
turned joese upon them. 

“It so happened that there was one of the 
tamates who imagined he had a sweetheart 
named Rosie. Rosie was of a fickle nature. 

** Bome one told this patient that his sweet- 
heart had been playing him false.

Chased by Insane Patient. 

“That was all that was needed to fire his 
insane brain and he immediately set out to 
seek revenge.

“It might heve resulted seriously had not 
the attendants rescned the guest from his 
pursuer.

Kestleberg Feare His Wife. 

After testifying, Kestleberg asked Attorney 
Smith. of the defense to smooth over his diffi- 
culties by talking with his wife as to the 
necessity for giving the testimony he 4id. 

“My wife weighs nearly 300 pounds,” said 
he, “and I don’t know what effect the ex- 
posé will have on her. I simply had to tell 
what I knew, however, after those boys had 
testified, and I dld‘so without regard to the 
consequences for me.”

Mrs. J. Walter Lee of Austin in Party— 
Clothes Burned for Signals in Vain 
on Spirit Lake, Iowa. 


A storm on Spirit Lake, Iowa, nearly cost 
the lives of Mrs. J. Walter Lee of Austin and 
nine other persons last Wednesday night. 
After being buffeted about by wind and 
waves in a broken down motor boat for 
eleven and a half hours, the party was 
rescued Thuraday morning. 

Mrs. Lee described her experiences fn a 
letter received yesterday by George Parvin 
Lee, her son. With the exception of her 
brother, Newton Parvin, Mrs. Lee did not 
mention the names of her other companions. 

The launch was a mile out in the lake when 
the squall came up. The sky darkened sud- 
denly, and soon the wind was whipping the 
- waves high. At the moment when the im- 
pulse of its propeller was needed most to 
give the boat steerage way the engine died. 

There were no oars in the launch, and as it 
fell off into the trough the waves threatened 
at every moment to swamp the craft. Some 
of the men tore away a length of the thwarts. 
Using the boards for oars, they managed to 
keep the disabled boat head on to the sea. 

Garment after garment was sacrificed in 
the night for signal fires. Finally the women 
were placed in the middle of the boat and 
covered with tarpaulin. Through the long 
hours the men continued the fight with the

ARRESTS FIVE MORE AUTOISTS 


WITHOUT NEW LICENSE PLATES 


Motorcycle Policeman Reiland’s Pris- 
oners Released on Bonds—Many Not 
Familiar with Law. 


Five more autoists who failed to provide 
their machines with the new automobile it- 
eense plates were arrested by Motorcycle 
Policeman Reiland of the Chicago avenue sta- 
tion last night. They were released on bonds. 

Chicago autoists who have been arrested 
for failure to display the new state registra- 
tion tags have given as their excuse that 
they are not familiar with the requirements 
of the law which went into effect July 1, that 
the secretary of state does not give them 
clear directions when they write to Spring- 


field for elucidation, and that there is delay | 


in sending the ags that makes it excusable 
for not carrying the new numbers. 

The new law provides for the regiatration 
of automobiles according to horse power in- 
stead of an annual fee of $2. Now the cars 
are graded as follows: For cars of more 
than fifty horse power, $10 per year; for 
cars from thirty-five to fifty horse power, $8; 
for cars from twenty-five to thirty-five horse 
power, $6; for cars under twenty-five horse 
power, §4. 

Because of the law going into effect July

LONION, Sept. 2.—Remarkable action has 
been taken by the Liverpool city justices, 
who have called upon other benches of J, 
P.’s throughout the country to follow their 
exampie and thus pave the way for new 
legislation on the question of intimidation 
during #trikes. The Liverpool justices adopt- 
ed a resolution declaring that “the recent 
strikes ané labor disputes which paralyzed 
for a time the trade of the city and caused 
practically a cessation of work among all 
classes of the district have impressed upon 
the committee the fact that, while thousands 
of workmen desired work, they were afraid to 
accept it. 

“The present system of intimidation is 
earried on under the pretense of peaceful 
picketing, and it is common knowledge that 
threatenipg intimidation and persistent fo]- 
lowlng were rife. 

Fear Silences Witnesses. 

* All these are offenses against the law 
and could be severely punished, provided wit- 
nesses could be found who dare give evidence, 
But the same fear of bodily injury effectu- 
ally prevents witnesses from coming for- 
ward. It is in the knowledge of this fear that 
this-new form of wholesale intimidation 
flourishes.” 

The resolution goes on to say that the law 
of 1906, authorizing “peaceful picketing;” 
{introduced “a form of terrorism unknown 
before.” 

Thomas Jeffers, the workingman magis- 
trate, pointed out that Liverpool's head con- 
stable had said the men involved in the re- 
cent strike troubles were not trades unionists 
but the Hooligan class, and, moreover, that 
working people were not the only ones who 
used intimidation. He could give instances 
where employers had used more intimidation 
than workmen had. 

Ald. Taggart asserted that panic legisia- 
tion was not needed, that the most recent 
trouble was attributable to women, and that 
all the power of parliament and trade unions 
would not prevent it.

MOROCCO AFFAIR PUT OFF. 


Sickness of Cambon and Sedan Celebra- 
tion Causes of Delay.

BERLIN Sept. 2.—Another delay in the 
Franco-German Moroccan negotiations has 
taken place. Instead of beginning today upon 
Ambassador Jules Cambon’s return from 
Paris, they are not likely to be reopened until 
Monday. The official explanation is that the 
French ambassador has not as yet fully re- 
cuperated from the indisposition which pros- 
trated him in Paris last week. 

Another and somewhat more probable rea- 
son is that Germany is in the throes of a 
particularly fervid celebration of Sedan day 
and the forty-first anniversary of the gur- 
render of Napoleon III. It is apparently 
thought better to wait for these festivities 
to subside before renewing the Moroccan 
pour parlers. 

Government Expects Peace. 

The government continues to profess serene 
confidence in a pacific solution of the difficul- 
tles with France. 

It ip claimed that the new proposals which 
Cambon has brought to Berlin are already 
known to Germany and meet with the ap- 
proval of this government in their broad 
outline. The German stock exchanges ap- 
parently do not share this rosy optimism, in- 
asmuch as they trembled nervously today, 
and a genera! decline in prices was the result. 

In the meantime the fatherland continues 
to be obsessed with the worst outburst of 
anglophobia which has prevailed since the 
days of the Boer war. Franceis almost elim- 
{nated from the public mind es an antagonist. 
“ England, the enemy,’ is the cry. 

Calls Britons Cowards,

Clash Over Blank Votes. 

In the ballot Fernando Iglesias Calderon, 
who received the minority vote, was eliminat- 
ed in accordance with the rules, Backers of 
both ..Pino Suarez and Vasquez Gomez had 
depended upon the Calderon) vote for a ma- 
jority im the final vote. Party leaders of the 
Calderon faction, however, sprung a sensa- 
tion by declaring they would vote no more. 

Under the terms of balloting agreed upon 
the vote of this contingent would be recorded 
then as blank votes and placed to the credit 
of the candidate receiving the plurality, thus 
giving him a technical majority. The sup- 
porters of Pino Suarez were prevented from 


| availing themselves immediately of this 


blank vote by the tumult created by. the 
Vasquiestas. 


Gomez Criticised by Madero, 

Order wae restored only when it was agreed 
thet Madero himself should be brought face 
to face with the convention; A committee 
was sent to Madcero’s homo, and in less than 
half an hour it returned with the nominee. 

The applause he received ag he entered 
the auditorium was such ae to indicate that, 
whatever the division of opinion might be

He declared 
he had at no time supported the Yucatan, 
and had absolutely no preference between 
the two men. 


Madero Will Have to Fight. 

Only the most ardent supporters of Madero 
regard his nomination as synonymous with 
his election. Once the popular idol of per- 
hape 85 per centjof the Mexicans, his se- 
jection then would have been unquestioned. 
Now no one attempts to deny that he has 
lost much of his popular influence and that 
Gen. Bernardo Reyes is a formidable rival. 

Madero’s nomination by the progressives 
has been due to a desire on the part of the 
younger and more progressive element of 
the country to create e national political 
party as a part of thir scheme of establish- 
ing their new régime of self-government. 
The actual fight for presidential votes will 
begin tomorrow, when the progressives’ 
nominee will leave for a tour through the 
south, beginning at Puebla. 

Madero probably will not make many 
speeches of a set character, due possibly to 
the fact that his oratory is not of the high-

As in most human affairs, the causes, of 
course, are complex, and they go back some 
time. The first of these causes is the enor- 
mous growth in the wealth of England during 
the last few years. They have, as every- 
ward knows, been years of boundless pros- 

y. % 

Iiberals and free traders point to. these 
years as unmistakable demanstration of the 
wisdom and success of the fiscal system 
which enables England stil] to buy in the 
cheapest and eell in the dearest market, But 
while these years have thus been used to 
prove the blessings of free trade by the mid- 
dle class Liberals, they have not solved, it is 
pointed out by some of the labor leaders, 
some of the social difficulties; and especially 
the difficulty of the unequal distribution of 
the reward between capital and labor. 

Cost of Increases, 

The working man has seen this high spring- 
tide of wealth rolling up and he has not 
found that his position is improved as much 
as he hoped. . Even when wages have been 
increased, the position of the working man 
has remained stationary ; for with the growth 
of the wages, there has been @ growth of 
the cost of production.

Stock conducted one of the 


HIS BELIEF IN DIVINITY 
EXPLAINED BY A BRITON. 


Prof. MacDonald’s Paper Read at Brit- 
ish Association Meeting Will Be 
Stimulus to Research. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—A new theory both as 
to the soul and senses of man was enunciated 
by Prof. MacDonald at the British associa- 
tion meeting ot Portsmouth. His view is 
regarded as a great stimulus to research, and 
it provides for the general public a new ex- 
position of the theory belef in divinity. 

Prof. MacDonald began by arguing that 
the eye of man is as perfect an optical in- 
strument as could be devised, and could only 
be made by " some external agency " cogni- 
This 

agency, he contended, has full knowledge of 
the part played by matter and the gpecial 
arrangement of matter in refiecting, fefract- 
ing, and absorbing light. This perfect in- 
strument was formed in embryo before di- 
rect light could reach it. 

Starting from this study of the eye, Prof. 
MacDonald showed similar arguments ap- 
plied not less forcibly to the brain and mind 
of man, and he used the analogy to help the 
belief that man has a soul. . 

“ Man's brain, like his eye, is affectag by 
mysterious causes, such as the phenomena 
“and deep anesthesia 
familiarize us with the fact that mind is not 
necessarily always associated with the brain, 
but only with this when in certain conditions. 
It is possible that the brain is an instrument 
traversed freely, as the ear by sound, by an 
unknown influence which finde resonance 
Within it. The brain's workings and the will 
power suggest that brains are mysteriously 
affected by invisible and untraceable hbar- 
monies. 

“In this connection,” he continued, “I 
cannot avoid the use of the word soul, and 
toul might be independent of life or living 

matter, as we know it. In the case of the 
eye, it is natural to suppose the existence of 
some external agent over and above naturg! 
selection whith would have done no mere 
then assist in the process in the passage of 
great imaginative power.’’ 

Prof. MacDonald compared the brain and 
soul with a harp acted upon by powers that 
produce what they used to call the music of 
the spheres.

The kaiser, like Prince Bismarck before 
him, strongly resents the action of the for- 
e'gn powers in maintaining full-fledged lega- 
tions accredited to other German courts 
than his own, and in the same way strongly 
objects to the German courts in question 
reciprocating the courtesy by retaining res- 
ident missions on their own abroad. 

Basing himself on article XI of the consti- 
tution, which declares that “the emperor 
shall represent the empire among nations, 
enter into alliances and other conventions 
with foreign countries, accredit ambassadors 
| and receive them,” William holds that the 
diplomatic! relations of the various states 
of the confederation should all pass through 
his personally appointed ambassadors and 
envoys—that is to say, through the Berlin 
department of foreign affairs—and that the 
only foreign diplomatic missions in Ger- 
many should be those accredited to his own 
court. He cannot understand why Russia, 
France, and England should wish to main- 
tain independent legations at Munich, save 
for the purpose of stifring up trouble and 
discord between the gains government 
and himself.

LONDON, Sept. 2.—The commission ap- 
pointed|by the government on Aug. 22 to in- 
quire into the trouble between the railroads 
of Great Britain and their employés, which” 
led to the recent strike, gives promise of 
being as long lived as some of its prede- 
cessors. 

The commission is taking the evidence of 
the men’s representatives first, and the whole 
week did not suffice to exhaust the flow of 
information sought to be imparted by only 
four out of a host to be examined.

Advance ‘of 4 Cents in Berlin 
and Strong Cables Cause 
Big Gain in Futures. 


CASH PRICES ARE FIRY. 
‘Export Sales of No. 2 Red Made 
at Better Values; Coarse 
Grains Higher. 


Bullish foreign news stimulated active buy- 
ing of wheat yesterday and prices responded 
better to the news than for several weeks 
An advance of 4c at Berlin started the buy- 
ing after a steady opening, and from then 
uotli the close there was a gradual hardening 
of values. Last prices were 14%@1%\%c to 1%c 
higher. the September gaining %c on the 
Deceniber. ‘ 

Foreign advices indicated that Germany and 
gome cf the other continental countries would 
be big buyers of wheat to make up for the 
poor crops of other cereals and roots, Crop 
conditions in Germany are said to be the 
worst in more than fifty years, while in Rus- 
gia the wheat and rye outlook is poor, and it 
is expected shipments from that country will 
be light. The traders here were more in- 
clined to take stock in the bullish advices, 
@gepecially as all foreign markets were 
bigher. 

Russian Reports Unfavorable. 

Reports from Russia continue extremely 
bullish and are borne out in large measure 
by the small shipments from that country, 
the exports being less than half as large asa 
year ago. Arrivals at ports in southwest 
Russin are said to be light, and Broomhall’s 
cables the last day or so have indicated 
nearly a total absence of Russian offerings. 
Livi: pool was 4d higher, Paris %@lc up, 
Antwerp 1\c better, and Budapest \c higher. 
Buenos Aires was up 1%@1\kc. 

Buying early was headed by MBartlett- 
Frazier and Slaughter, a good share of which 
buying was for foreign account. It was said 
the toiume of foreign buying was largest in 
gome time. Later Barrett, Barrell, Skillen, 
Ware-Leland were buyers, and on the ad- 
vance Armour was a good buyer of both De- 
cember and May. Selling was. scattered. 
Cash houses bought September and sold De- 
cember. 


Export Demand More Active. 

The export inquiry was fairly active and 
prices for cash wheat here were relatively 
a little firmer for No. 2 red, a cargo of No. 
2 red being sold for export at better than 
Eepterpber price in store. Total sales for 
export were 165,000 bu. Minneapolis cash 
wheat was a little easier, mills and elevator 
peopie trying to lower the premiums owing 
to exyected larger receipts. So far receipts 
en northwest have been of poor quality and 
muca smaller than a year ago. 

Canadian weather conditions were favora- 
die, although loca! frosts were predicted for 
the three western provinces. Receipts here 
wer: 130 cars, with 100 cars for Tuesday.

AN OPPORTUNITY. 

If Chicago were being developed in ac- 
cordance with a careful plan the wisdom of 
that planning would be displayed in one 
specific instance which may be mentioned. 

One of the city’s gateways has been re- 
located and rebuilt. It, apart from its sur- 


It is satisfactory to the eye. It is sufficient 
for transportation needs. That is the Ohi- 
cago and Northwestern railway station. 

In its new location it might be, if a city 
plan actually were in force, part of a still 
larger and more imposing gateway. The 
Union station, so long an embarrassment, 
is to be rebuilt, and it in itself will be ade- 
quate. If these two railway stations were 
constructed with some idea of complement- 
ing each other, and if the city recognized its 
opportunity to do its part in making an en- 
trance to the city which would be effective, 
a lasting benefit would be worked. 

In that case the builders of the Union 
station would recognize the need of giving 
to the south side of Madison street west of 
the river a structural aspect in keeping with 
that furnished by the Northwestern station. 
The city would recognize the need of put- 
ting a beautiful bridge across the river. 

There hag been some careless comment 
from city officials on the subject of beauti- 
ful bridges, the official idea being that 
beauty means gewgaws. Any efficient arch- 
itect could remove that notion. 

It is important to capture the first im- 
pressions of people. Chicago brings its 
guests in through the back alley, takes them 
past piles of rubbish and refuse, and fixes 
an idea in their minds that sticks there. 

Undoubtedly in point of construction the 
Madison street frontage of the Union sta- 
tion property presents difficulties. I¢ is 
narrow. It is covered with tracks. It 
would be an impossibility to put a main en- 
trance there, but at the same time it would 
be a mistake to surrender it entirely to util- 
ity. Some sacrifice of practical] railroading 
advantage might be necessitated to make 
this aspect of the new project attractive, but 
any sacrifice which did not involve a serious 
handicap to operation would be a profitable 
one. 

The opportunity is there to develop a sec- 
tion of the city carefully and completely if 
the city and railroad officials will consult 
the general community neéd and hot merely 
certain specific necessities without relation 
to others. | 

One new station is in operation. Another 
will be built. A new bridge soon must take 
the place of the inadequate structure now at 
Madison street. Why not keep the devel- 
opment of the entire section in mind? 


POSTAL PROGRESS AT HAND, 
One of the most important reports which 
is likely to be presented at the next ses- 
sion of congress is that of the president's 


sion is especially strong in personnel, its 
members being Mr. Justice Hughes of the 
Supreme court, President Lowell of Har- 
vard university, and President Wheeler of 
the Chicago chamber of commerce, a body 
whose decisions wil] be disinterested and 
weighty.

bill introduced at the last regular ses- 
sion. 

This measure raises the weight limit 
from its present preposterous four pounds 
to eleven pounds, consolidating the pres- 
ent third and fourth classes in the genera! 
service at 1 cent for two ounces and 8 
cents a pound, which was the former com- 
mon merchandise rate of 1874 and 
about the rate at which parcels may be 
sent from Germany, Aus ria, or Italy 
to the most remote points in the United 
States. 2 

The bill also provides, in city free de- 
livery, a local sealed parcel or letter serv- 
ice which consolidates the first, third, an4 
fourth classes at 2 cents for four ounces, 
and 1 cent for each additional two ounces, 
which is the common letter post rate of 
Great Britain. : 

For the rural routes the bill consolf- 
dates all matter in one class, parcels up 
to 1-24th of a cubic foot in dimensions, 
up to one pound weight. postage 1 cent; 
larger parcels up to one-half of a cubie 
foot up to eleven pounds weight, 5 cents: 
larger parcels up to 1 cubic foot, 6x12x°24 
inches, the capacity of the ordinary suit 
case and up to twenty-five pounds in 
weight, 10 cents. | 

The bill provides for certain insurance 
of all-mail matter. 

‘With this measure in force, Secretary 
Cowles of the Postal Progress league told 
the commission, “the mailing of but 
twenty-five pounds of merchandise a year 
by the average American family, in its 
general postal traffic at the new 8 cents a 
pound rate, would increase the annna} 
merchandise income of the postoffice from 
the $8,009,000 of 1907 to over $36,000,000, 
and the mailing of a similar amount by 
the average city family in their local 
service would add a local city income of 
full $10,000,000. The wants of the aver- 
age rural family would surely require the 
posting to and from the post town and the 
home of at least one 10 cent packet a. 
week; and even such a scanty use of the 
service, implying an outgo of only about 
$10 a year per family, would increase the 
postal revenues by over $40,000,000 a 


outside world, including the $18,000,000 
charge against second class mail matter. 


A VIEW OF AMERICAN LIFE. 

Among the visitors to the eighth annual 
international prison congress held in Wash- 
ington last year was Prof. Adolphe Prins, 
director of prisons at Brussels, and presi- 
dent of the International Unijon of Crimi- 
nal Law. Returning, Prof. Prins gave his 
impressions of American penal institutions 
and added also a summary opinion of Amer 
ican life as he saw it during his visit. There 
have been few comments upon our social 
state as gracious and gratifying as this of 
Prof. Prins. , 

“I have seen America,” he says, “ at 
rest by the side of America at work. I 
have seen around nolsy cities, incumbered 
and sullied by traffic and by smoke, poetic 
roads bordered with beautiful homes. I 
have seen, under the shade of old maples, 
in the midst of green lawns, homes, villas, 
and cottages scattered over the green. No 
hedge separated them, no wicket protected 
them, no wall inclosed them. Through half- 
open gates one could see family gatherings, 
and white terraces, over which ivy and wis- 
taria were climbing, were visible to passers- 
by. We said to ourselves that people liv- 
ing thus could have no great fear of rob- 
bers and that the institutions which we had 
been shown could not be mere ‘bluff.’ I 
restrict myself, then, to bringing you back 
from across the sea a few flowers that I 
have gathered. ‘These flowers are called 
the spirit of tolerance, self-respect, idealis- 
tic optimism, moral energy, and the sense 
of duty. I have breathed the penetrating 
perfumes of these flowers. I recollected 
they have their roots in the Anglo-Saxon 
soil and I thought of the virtues of this 
race which has a feeling for Ruman dig- 
nity and understands the seriousness of 
life, of this race for which man is not an 
indifferent and skeptical spectator witness- 
ing the incidents of a light comedy as they 
pass before his eyes, but a sincere and ear- 
nest actor thoroughly determined to play 
bis part upon this planet as well as he can.” 

There is a kind of optimism in America 
that is always bragging of our_wealth and 
‘power, our hustle and size. This is .the 
optimism of the standpatter, the chauvinist, 
and the provincial philistine. It is a costly 
optimism which throws dustin the eyes of 
social justice and puts‘a perpetual brake 
on our progress in civilization. 

But Prof. Prins was not rushed about by 
citizens’ reception committees, like most 
distinguished visitors, to see huge manufac- 
tories, banks, parks, and boulevards lined 
with palaces. He came in contact with the 
idealistic, the altruistic efforts of American 
society. He saw reformatories and prisons 
and he saw with kindly discerning eyes the 
great-hearted impulses of the American 
nation for the amelioration of the evils of 
our civilization. ; 

In a word, he caught the higher vision, 
the real vision of the American race, which 
is not to pile up riches or to achieve power, 
though we have made ourselves rich and 
powerful; but is the true vision of democ- 
racy, the vision of social justice, of brother- 
hood in the spirit of the Sermon on the 
Mount. 


POLITICS ACROSS THE BORDERS. 

We are not certain that the Mexicans 
are not showing greater rationality in their 
general elections than the Canadians. At 
least they are not endeavoring to frighten 
each 6ther into patriotic convulsions by 
using the United States as a scarecrow. 

If there were an excuse for this we would 
say the Mexicans had it and not the Ca- 
nadians. A considerable part of the United 
States army was encamped along the Mexi- 
can border during the summer and the Mex- 
icans knew why it was there. American 
capital is heavily invested in Mexico and 
Mexican® could consider the possibility that 
their own troubles might make it necessary 
for the United States to intervene. 

The army was-at their doorstep and their 
internal disorder was great. But they 
worked out their own revolutionary pur- 
poses, they are restoring order to their coun- 
try, they are approaching an important na- 
tional election, and they are not in their 
campaigning, so far as can be ascertained, 
making use of the American bogy. 

That is a credit to their good sense. 

The reciprocity agreement which i#the 
occasion of the approaching election in Can- 
ada cannot be made a menace to Canadian 
patriotism without the sacrifice of Canadian 
good sense. 

We envy the Canadians many excellent 
features of government, but we do not envy 
them because of their politics. Our own is 
bad enough, but we'd gain nothing by ex- 
changing. The Canadian campaign at pres- 
ent is. as full of hysteria and tommyrot AS 
any campaign ever conducted on this side 
of the border. 

When the opposition has been examined 
it presents one issue in a variety of shapes. 
That issue is “‘ Anything to beat Laurier.” 
With Bourassa and his followers in the 
French Canadian element it is “ beat Laur- 
ier, because he is too British.” With Bor- 
den and the conservatives who formerly 
supported reciprocity it is “ beat Laurier 
because he is not British at all.’’ 

The “annexation” scarecrow does not 
do credit to Canadian intelligence. If con- 
servative Canadians fear the growth of a 
sentiment in that direction they might fear 
with greater reason the maintenance of a 
tariff wall betwéen the two countries. If 
Canadians were to be restrained from the 
markets just across the line they might be- 
come impatient in time, seeing the advan- 
tages just beyond their reach. That might 
be a temptation to them. 

The anti-Laurier campaign is one of weak 
sentimentalism, hysteria, and cheap politics. 

The Mexicans are showing more sense. 


SENATORIAL PUBLICITY. 

It appears that the new campaign pub- 
licity law does not compel publicity of 
the expenses of senators, but only of those 
of representatives. It may not be fair 
to assume that the omission is due to 
trickery. The bill as it passed the house 
applied to representatives only. It was 
amended in the senate and made to apply 
to senators also. It was strengthened in 
many respects. The failure to provide 
specifically that the publicity feature 
should affect senators may have been a 
mere oversight. !

Hyde” received a fair proportion of consid- 
eration. 

Surely there could be no connection between 
Dr. Jekyll and Prof. Charles W. Minard, 
school principal. model husband. Much less 
could there be any points of similarity be- 
tween Prof. Minard and the evil Hyde. In 
this manner the finding of the book Was 
forgotten in the overwhelming tragedy of the 
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moment, not to be recalled until circum- 
stances arose which cast a new light upon 
the movements of the school principal during

$25. The loan shark is, of course, careful 
of the principal, to say nothing about inter 
est. 

The note mérety reads that for value 
received, or ‘' for a valuabie consideration,”’ 
the borrower agrees to pay the loan shark 
$48 in twenty weekly payments of $1.00 
each. Thus no scrap of writing shows any 
presence of usury. The note does not say 
how valuble the consideration was, and the 
law must presume that its value was $38, 
at least in the eyes of the contracting per- 
sons. 

But the borrower got only $25. For keep- 
ing $25 twenty weeks he pays $13, clearly 
interest, or penalty, or commission, or bribe 
or blood money, or whatever other euphem- 
ism or evasion you like. The rate of $13 for 
twenty weeks is at the rate of $33.80 a year, 
or 185.2 percent. Thisis slightly in excess of

If the borrower had kept the money only 
three months, which is generally the shortest 
period for wWitich notes are made, he would 
have paid $82.

In 
other words, half the “regular” loan<om- 
panies belong and compere notes. 

The advertisement which you have no doubt 
seen hundredé of times: " Loans in Strict 
Confi@ence! "’ amoun(s to this: that your ap- 
plication is sent to the association and car- 
ried by a “reporter ’’ for that organization 
to every member so that he may say whethér 
you owe him money, how much you May owe, 
etc. Forty or fifty persons have your affaire 
in ‘‘ strict confidence! ”’ 

Here is a typica) cate of the routine of get- 
ting a loan. This is what you must go 
through for the high and honorable privilege 
of paying some leech 400 per cent 4 year: 

A girl manager meets you in the office of 
the loan shark. You communicate to her 
your desires.

Electrically, ‘f°T bis imaginative powers 

from the tele. How great. 
indeed, would be the fortune of one who 
might be able §o detect from the surface the 
existence of mineral! stores beneath bis path! 
The simple suggestion mak@ the silly der- 
vish puny. Ever since electrical conductivity 
has been well understood men have dreamed 
of this means of exploring earth's rich in- 
terior. Dr. H. Léwy of Gottingen goes a step 
further by suggesting radiotelegraphic ex- 
perments, and he has made such experiments 
in conjunction with Dr. G. Leimbach in the 
alkali mines of Vienenburg, Ronnenberg, and 
Weetzen. not far from Gdttingén, and in the 
jeadé ore mines of Scharley, in eastern Silesia. 
He has described his experiments and re- 
mearches, according to Engineering, in the 
Physikalische Zeitschrift. 

The principle of his researches may be 
reviewed. It is customary to regard the 
earth as a good conductor. and to speak of 
“earthing” a terminel. Everybody knows, 
however, that the “earth” is a bad con- 
ductor unless the ground is damp. Dry earth 
and rocks are not good conductors of elec- 
tricity, and they should, therefore, not ab- 
eorh much of the energy of electric wavea 
The experiments of liéwy show thet at 


depths of 100 meters and more the ground — 


ig mostly @ry, and that the conductivity of 
this earth is not greater than that of the 


atmosphere, unless the earth containg metal- 


lic ores. 
The explorations are conducted either by 


the reflection method.or by the absorption . 


method. Im the former case. an antenna, T, 
ig mounted on the earth, not vertically, but 
eat‘an angle, and another antenna, R, ie 
mounted some distance away; the inclination 
of R to the ground can be varied. Directed 
waves are sent from T and received at R. 
The intensity of these received waves is de 
termined while the inclination of R is varied. 
If there is petween T and R a layer of min- 
erals in the ground, which acts as a refiector 
for the electric waves, then two maxima 
will be observed in R, the one due to the 
@rect transmission of the waves through 
the air and the other due to the waves re- 
fected in the ground. From the inclination 
of R corresponding to the second maximum 
the position of the reflecting layer can be 
estimated. 


Ages ago, long before the Introduction of 
artificial light, which was but a matter.of 
yesterday in the history of

Incidentally, through the abolition of the 
oli, upholstered double seat in the standard 
sleeper, the Denham patent does away with 
the thick arm rest and makes an aisle sixteen 
inches wider by reason of the change.

In operation the berths in the car are made 
up in the morning the linen changed, and the 
complete bed lowered into the receptacles 
The trap doors are folded over, carpeting ad- 
justed, and they remain there in the dustproof 
steel pockets, airing unt ready for the porter 
to raise them at night. Any one section may 
be lowered away or raised into position with- 
out affecting occupants of the car. When all 
the berths have been disposed of, the car is at 
once @ roomy, airy parior car, with more air 
epace than is possible to the modern sleeping 
car patterned after the old model.

_ $i] Wonders of the Gnome Motor. 


By WILLIAM B. STOUT.

UCCESS in aviation really began as a 
practicable proposition with the ad- 
vent of the Gnome rotary type motor, 
which since its first great successes 
has added unto itself glory after glory, 

polding nearly all records at the present time 
and possessing advantages over any other 
type. 

Naturally a motor so radically different 
from anything that engineers are used to 
has met with opposition on the part of many 
designers who have been more prone to fol- 
low accepted lines of design than go to the 
time, expense, and delay of developing some- 
thing new and different. 

The designer of the Gnome, M. Sequin by 
name, rather than sacrifice strength for 
lightness in his design, sought to develop a 
machine which by its structural arrange- 
ment and its compactness and fewness of 
parts would attain a minimum of weight with 
a maximum of strength, and in the use of the 
strongest materials rather than the lightest 
he has succeeded in producing a motor which 

lops almost 100 horse power in a weight 
less than 3800 pounds. 

In general arrangement the motor is similar 

to the Adams-Farwell, formerly built and 
originated in Chicago, but it has been devel- 
oped.and refined to a point far beyond the 


_- American original. In appearance the motor 


is simplicity itself.

Thus, no matter how fast the’ motor may 
turn, the maeses are always balanced and 
the motor is free from vibration, a thing of 
no ema]! moment in a flying machine, where 
vibration means distortion of propeller and 
planes, and thus loss of efficiency. 

Having seven cylinders, there are three 
and a half explosions every revolution, so 
that the power is fairly steady and “ propel- 
ler flutter,’’ the bane of the wooden screw, is 
Well done away with compared to other types 
of motor.

The valve, on account of the centrifugal 
force of its whirling with the pistons as the 
engine rotates, is balanced with little weights 
shown at W, only a light spring, 8, being 
used to close it again.

The 100 horse power motor is the same as 
the seven cylinder fifty, only with fourteen 
cylinders instead of seven. 

One of the chief advantages of this motor 
is that when the motor is shut off it does not 
stop rotating, but is kept spinning slowly by 
the propeller, so that the aviator can start 
it again at any time without having to alight. 

Lubrication fs the chief problem in the de- 
sign, the machine throwing expensive oil like 
a@ sprinkling cart, and only a part of this can 
be caught again. «- Thus the motor uses al- 
most as much oil] as gasoline, an expensive 
thing for the driver. 

Steel, especially of the chrome nickel vari- 
ety, is not an ideal lubricating material, not 
having the pores to retain the oil that cast 
iron has nor any free graphite in its makeup, 
so that wear is bound to be comparatively 
rapid in spite of oll. Hence the Gnome of 
today is only guaranteed for 300 hours flying. 

It may be that this motor, when developed, 
will be the flying motor of the future, but 
undoubtedly it is the most interesting today, 
especially interesting to its makers, from the 
fact that it has made them something like 
a half million of dollars in less than three 
years. 

When we come.to demand quiet motors, 
muffied, clean, free from oi] throwing 
troubles, and long lived, it is probable that 
we will have another type.

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 PENSIONING THE INDUSTRIAL VETERAN.

SIXTH ARTICLE. 


N ORDER to form a pension and relief 
system the solvency of which would be 
assured beyond any possibility except- 
ing the wholesale dishonesty of the offi- 


clals managing same, a death rate per_ 


thousand higher than any experienced in 
over two hundred years, or a panic, the mag- 
nitude of which would make that of tHe early 
seventies dwindle into comparative insignifi- 
cance, it is first necessary that the firm or 
corporation contemplating the establishment 
of such a system have a sufficient number of 
employés to allow the law of averages to 
work, na 

A fund with only ten members, all insured 
for the amount of their annual salaries, in 
addition to the cost of future pensions, acci- 
dent and health benefits, would be in constant 
danger of financial embarrassment through 
the possibility that two or three or even four 
of this group might die in a year. Of course, 
the firm or corporation, if itself solvent, 
could step. into the breach and contribute 
an amount sufficient to place the fund on a 
sound footing, or the remaining six, seven 
or eight members could be assessed for the 
extra cost, but it is not the purpose of the 
System herein outlined that any such meth- 
ods should have to be resorted to. 

The standard American Experience Table 
of Mortality, with say 8% per cent interest, 
Should be the basis for the fund’s actual cal- 
culations, A concern may find that in prac- 
tice the mortality of their employés runs be- 
low this table, but should remember that this 
percentage varies, and may in some years 
run over the table, and under no considera- 
tion figure on a less rate than the table indi- 
cates, and should also add an allowance for 
expenses, depending on the plan of insurance 
issued. If the employés are not distributed 
over the entire country, a loading of at least 
10 per cent more should be added to the rate 
given by the table, and any mortality saving 
made any year should not be returned to 
either the employés or the concern, but put 
aside as a. surplus to protect the fund. 


Status of Medical ** Exam.” 
Many systems requiring a_ satisfactory 
medical examination asa requisite for mem- 
bership, finding their average death rate in 
the earlidr years almost nothing and be- 


- coming elated over their apparent success, 


increase the benefits or reduce the cost with 


the surplus created, not understanding thaty 


the medical examination has for the time 
being separated the good eggs from the bad, 
nor that it takes just so long for the good 
eggs thus selected to become bad again. 
About four or five years ag & rule is sufficient 
for the effect of the medical examination to 
wear off. 

The pension and benefit fund should be 
incorporated and all moneys invested so as 
to earn at least 3% per cent interest per 
annum, compounded annually, and no part of 
the fund’s assets invested in the concern’s 
business. * 

Before outlining the method of installing 
such a fund the following assumptions must 
be accepted as the basis for its formation: 

1. That the concern hasasufficient number 
of employés to obtain an ayerage mortality. 

2. That all funds earn at least 3% per cent 
interest per annum, compounded annually. 

3. That the importance of individual con- 
tributions to the fund by employés and their 
irrevocable right to pensions and benefits, 
once granted, are both conceded. 

4. That pensions shall be computed on the 
basis of 1 per cent of the average annual 
salary received during the entire term of 
service for each year of service and no limit 
set to their amount. 

5. The employés with the concern for a pe- 
riod of five years or over prior to Installation 
of the fund shel) be entitled to a pension 
based on their total years of service and total! 
salaries received frgm the date of their first 
employment to the retiring age of 65. 

6. That as the contributions of the concern 
and employés are insufficient alone to pro- 
vide for employés’ families in the event of 
death, each employé shall be ingured for the 
amount of his annual¢salary al date of the 
fund's formation. 

7. That the amount of accident insurance 
carried shall always when added to the an- 
nual salary received equa! $3,500. 

8. That health insurance shall b® carried 
to the amount of $50 per month for the first 
year of temporary disability, and $25 per 
month for tl second year. 

9. That $18 per month shall bethe full total 
disability allowance and shall] continue until 
age &, when amount of pension then due, 
which was earned prior to date of total dis- 
ability, ehall be over $18 per month, take the 
place of the total disability benefit, and if 
less shall form a part of such benefit, both 
parts to equal not less than the above $18 
per month for life. 

In addition to this monthly allowance the 
premiums on, at least $1,000 life insurance 
shall be continued without expense to em- 
ployé from date of total] disability until such 
insurance becomes paid up. 

10. Theat the fund itself shall carry ell 
risks. 

11. That the date of formation of the fund 
is assumed to be Aug. 1, 1911. 

Note: The concern may increase or dimin- 
ish the benefit assumed in this explanation 
for convenience only. 

Our first step .3 to have carde made out 
for each employé, male or female, giving the 
following information: The name, the date 
of birth, the date of first employment by the 
concern, the monthly salary received on Aug. 
1, 1911, and on each Aug. 1 in each year prior 
to this date for the entire period of service 
before the fund's formation. Twelve times 
these monthly salaries shall be the assumed 
annual salary received or to be received 
during the year following each of these 


dates.

All Employes Must Join. 

‘At the same time that we are securing the 
information required on these cards we ad- 
vise the employés that the concern is about 
to install the system, and that all must join 
the pension fund if they wish to remain in the 
concern’s employ. Those wishing to take 
other benefits provided must pase a medical 
examination, but this je optional. If, how- 
ever, they wish these benefits they will be 
insured for the amount of their annua! sal- 
aries. based on. twelve times the monthly 
salary received on Aug. 1, 1911, and will be 
given accident and heaith insurance when 
on or off duty as explained. 

The acceptance of this voluntary option 
will require the contribution of 1 per cent 
of their annual salaries as above determined 
in equal monthly payments, which amount 
will not be returned to them. That all em- 
ployés will in the future have 8 per cent of 
their salaries deducted monthly, whicu will 
be invested so as to earn 3% per cent interest 
per annum, compounded annually (more 
than a savings bank would allow), and re- 
turned to ‘them without interest if they vol- 
untarily leave the employ of the concern, 
with interest if they are discharged, and in 
event of their deaths be paid to their ben- 
eficiary or estate, with interest in one lump 
sum or in installments, as they may desig- 
nate, and that no part of this contribution 
of 8 per cent shall be used for any benefits 


until aged 65. $ 


The employée als? are advised that the

concern will beer the entire expense of the 
system outside of the above contributions, 
and that no one will be employed after Aug. 
1, 1911, unless able to pass a medical exami- 
nation, 

From the cards we find those employés 
who have been with the concern five yéars 
or over, prior te the formation of the fund. 
Having found the average salaries received 
by these employéa during their several 
periods of previous service, we multiply 
same in each case by the allowance of 1 per 
cent for every year of service prior to Aug. 
1, 1911, and the result is the pension éach 
employé is entitled to on these back salaries. 

We now compute the amount which set 
aside each yéar will create a reserve at 65 


sufficient to provide this pension, and pay 


this amount each year into the fund in each 
case until the employé dies, leaves, or 
reaches 6 years of age. This, of course, is 
only on those employés who are ehtitled 
to this retroactive feature, and is the yearly 
cost to the concern in order to make the fund 
retroactive. We now take the total annual 
salaries received on Aug. 1, 1911, and com- 
pute the yearly premium. necessary to accu- 
mulate the reserve at 65 to pay 1 per cent for 
every year of the possible future service on 
these present saluries as a pension. To ex- 
plaim this more clearly the following exam- 
ple is given: 

An employé 30 years old on Aug. 1, 1911, has 
been with the concern ten years prior to this 
date, and during this time has received an 
average annual salary of $600. On this back 
average he would be entitled to a pension of 
10 per cent for life at age of 65, or $60 per 
annum. 

* * 
Receives $410 Annually. 

His present annual salary (Aug. 1, 1911) is 
$1,000, and his present age 80 years, so that 
at 65 he will have been with the concern 
thirty-five years from date of fund’s forma- 
tion in addition to the ten years’ previous 
service already provided for, and if he re- 
mains with them will be entitled then to 35 
per cent of this present $1,000 annual salary, 
or $350 per annum for life. This, added to 
the $60 per annum, the amount he is en- 
titled to on his back salaries, gives us $410 
as the total annual pension earned 
to date, Aug. 1, 1911, provided he continues 
in service to age 65 on the same salary with- 
out raise. We compute the annual premium 
necessary to create a reserve sufficient to 
pay this pension of $410, and so on until we 
have provided for all employés’ salaries prior 
to Aug. 1, 1911, and all salaries received on 
tuis date. 

Every Aug. 1 thereafter we take the month- 
ly salaries of all employés remaining with 
the concern and multiply same by twelve, 
thus obtaining the assumed annual salary 
for the coming year, and find the difference, 
if any, between this salary and the salary 
received the year before. If the present sal- 
ary is larger than the previous one the differ- 
ence will entitle an employé to an additional 
Pension at 65. We therefore set aside an 
additiona) level annual premium each year 
for each Increase in salary beginning with 
tae year such increase is granted sufficient 
to increase the pension at 65 to the required 
amount, and we find that at 65 each employé

has a pension of 1 per cent of his average an- 
nual salary received during his entire service 
for each year of service. As the pension is 
the most difficult part of the system, the 
method of providing for same has been ex- 
Plained at length. . 

The net rates at different ages for life in- 
surance can be easily obtained, and if 10 
percent is added to these net rates, if em- 
Ployés are not distributed over the entire 
country, and an additional loading of, say, 
10 per cent for expenses, the fund need fear 
no trouble in meeting all death claims. 

About 75 per cent of the published rates of 
the accident and health companies will be 
amply sufficient for the fund to assume for 
other benefits, and if the above suggestions 
are followed a pension and benefit system is 
formed along linés which insure it against 
any probable calamity. 

On the above basis an employé aged 20, re- 
ceiving $1,000 annual salary, without a raise, 
until 65 years old, and paying into the fund 
about 76 cents a week, of which amount over 
57 cents would be returned to him should he 
leave, with or without interest according to 
circumstances, and the concern contributing 
the same amount a week, part of which 
would be returnable to them should this par- 
ticular employé leave their service, would be 
entitled to the following benefits:

If this employé at this 
time has.no family he can take an annual 
pension of $787 for life, and no paid up in- 
surance in place of above, and during his 
entire er of service he has only paid in 
$1,800 in af. and has had temporary and total 
disability protection in addition, as explained. 
Had total disability taken place at any time 
during his employment. ne would have had 
an income of at least $18 per month until age 
of 65, when he would have been entitled 
to the pension earned up to date of total 
disability, if in excess of above amount, and 
if not to $18 per month for life, and not 
less than $1,000 insurance for the benefit 
of his family in event of death any time. 
All this would be his without one cent’s 
expense after date of total disability, as all 
premiums are then automatically taken care 
of by the fund.

Seasons of His Games Immutable.

F YOU are a man. 40 years old and sur- 
rounded by a modern civilization, you 


are likely to have moments of thought-_ 


fulness in which you say to yourself: 
“ Well, things were different when Il was 
a boy.”’ 

Bring yourself up with a sharp halt the 
next time you find yourself indulging in the 
criticism of the times and see if most of 
the changes you have remarked are not 
changes which adult men such as yourself 
have been bringing about. Look around you 
at the average small boy and see if he doesn't 
prove himself one of the most conservative 
types of civilized existence. 

In the workaday existence of the modern 
man 40 years old, virtually everything which 
concerns him or his work has been changed. 
If he should attempt to do a thing today as 
he did it twenty-five years ago probably he 
would be discharged from his position; or if 
conducting his.own business, and persisting, 
likely he would fail inside of six months. 

In the life of the modern boy. however, 
in spite of the fact that Inventors, manu- 
facturers, merchants, and the imitative in- 
fluences of a modern civilization have been 
trying to tempt him from his pleasures of 
forty or even eighty years ago, he remains in 
a large measure the same boy that his grand- 
father was before him.

Season Lends Spice to Games. 

Biblically, the “laws of the Medes and 
Persians’ stood in their day as typical of 
unchangeableness. Today the uncharted 
seasons of children's games are as immutable. 
A good game is a good game. But a good 
food is a good food, provided, in so many 
cases, that the food is served in season. And 
it is the season which lends spice to the boy's 
games. 

There are fine winds in March, but did you 
ever see a boy trying to fly a kite in a March 
wind? In August and September the ground 
is warm and dry, but did you ever seea game 
of:marbles going on then? In the last forty 
years, too, 10,000 inventors have been put- 
ting over games and apparatus designed to 
make fortunes for themselves by displacing 
the slow going, old fashioned games of 
marbles,tops, kite fiying, ball, I-spy, mrumble- 
the-peg, and eating green apples with salt. 
But have they succeeded? 

Marbles is the game of games first sug- 
gestive of spring. Probably no boy whoever 
lived ever knew who was the first boy in 
school to appear on the school grounds 
rattling a pocketful of “taws’”’ and ‘* com- 
mies.’"’ At the opening of the marble sea- 
son, however, it always was and probably 
always will be March weather. The ground 
is moist and cold. Breathing upon the thumb 
and forefinger with which the tawsman must 
shoot, his warm breath must condense upon 
the thumb to increase the friction neces- 
sary to the shot. 


No boy ever gave you this explanation | 


for his *‘ crowding the season.”’ Probably he 
never thought of the fact as a reason. For 
all I know. maybe it isn’t a reason at all. 
But every boy who ever hada careful mother 
has had to meet her objections to his coming 
home with mud ground into the knuckles of 
his right hend, imposed by the inexorable

Tops always have been the successor of 
the game of marbles.

Padded Gloves Advance Season. 

Perhaps the season of baseball opens ear- 
lier than it did twenty-five years ago. But 
there is a reason in the north temperate par- 
allels, due to the introduction of the catch- 
ing glove approximating the size and weight 
of a pillow. The man of 40 years old who 
played baseball with the regulation league 
ball of his boyhood at the most had only a 
palm piece of leather, with a couple of finger 
holes.cut through it. Stopping a swift ball 
with hands at a temperature of 50 degrees 


Fahrenheit in those days put the game out of 
the realm of sport and into the same class 


with a mild inquisition. The-pillow glove 
has advanced the’ game on the. unwritten 
calendar. 

Twenty-five years ago the blossoming dog- 
fennel in vacant lots may have been a first 
suggestion of the season of kites.

If you can, do 
you imagine that he can give you & reason 
beyond:

Of course this matter of ignorance is 
easily overdone, and no one wants to be a 
hog just because a hog is happier than a 
philosopher. 

But I submit that it !s evidence of a kindly 
heart in old Nature that she keeps out of 
the knowledge of her myriads of children 
s0 many things that would upset them. 

The section hand who finishes his day's 
work and, after supper, goes out and smokes 
his pipe on a pile of ties is wholly undis- 
turbed by the affair, that inflames the sen- 
ate, by the war in Morocco, or by the dis- 
sensions in theological circles.

With the exception of gas and electric light, 
all the conveniences of a modern Aty apart- 
ment are at hand, The decorations of the 
home with its many flags and water scenes, 
its airiness and soft tones and the rooms 
that open on to porches from which St. Joe 
and Michigan City are discernible, give one 
the impression of Chicago being far distant 
and not separated from the station home by 
a few hundred feet of water.

OT a few managers are so constituted 
that “correct business principle " ts 
by no means second nature to them.

When dough.is lignt 
and fluffy, roll out.one , taking part of 
dough at a time, unt!! one-half inch. thick, 
spread with warm butter. Cut rolig with a 
a dumbbell, but an ax handle will do. Beat- 
biscuit cutter. Place a prune in center, sprin- 
kle with sugar and cinnamon. Then fold 
edges of dough over prunes, pressing down 
firmly so prunes won't pop out. Place in 
greased pans, let rise until light, then bake 
in quick oven about twenty minutes. Serve 
warm with butter, or they are good cold.

Good Bread. 


A recipe for beginners: To ‘make good 
bread you must use good flour.and yeast. 
The best flour you can buy is the most eco- 
nomical, as then not a scrap is wasted. Toset 
the sponge put one cake of fresh compressed 
yeast to soak in one-half cup of warm water; 
while soaking boil three medium size pota- 
toes until thoroughly cooked, lift out into a 
crock and mash until every lump has disap- 
peared, then add slowly one pint of. cold wa- 
ter and stir until perfectly blended. Then 
add enough luke warm water (including the 
yeast and water in which it was soaked) to 
make two quarts pf the liquid. Stir in enough 
sifted flour to make a stiff batter and beat 
thoroughly. Never use water potatoes were 
bolled in for sponge, ag it is slightly bitter, 
also never put salt or sugar in sponge, as 
there is greater danger of it souring. 

In real hot weather mix the sponge as late 
at night as convenient and use cold instead 
of warm water. The yeast may be put to soak 
and potetoes cooked at supper time, care 
being taken to mash them while hot, other- 
Wise they wili be lumpy. After the spcnge 
has been beaten thoroughly set in a warm 
place to raise. To mix the bread: In. the 
morning sift four quarts of flour into a large 
round pan or mixing bowl and make a hollow 
in the center, in which pour the sponge. Into 
the crock just emptied put two pints of luke 
warm water,(or if in winter use sweet milk), 
two secant tablespoons of salt, three heaping 
tablespoons of sugar, an done of butter: mix 
thoroughly. taking care to wash the sides of 
crock free from batter. Add this mixture to 
the sponge and fold in enough flour to make 
a stiff dough. 

Have your kneading board wel} floured, 
lift out the dough and run the. re- 
maining flour through the sieve; add the 
siftings to the dough and knead thoroughly, 
using enough flour from time to time to keep 
dough from sticking. Knead until perfectly 
smooth and can be handled without the use of 
dry flour and when laid on board will hold tts 
shape—that ts, if It has a tendency to flatten 
out, add more flour. Should the dough persist 
in flattening after a reasonable amount of 
flour has been used either the yeast or flour 
is not good. Dough that makes good bread 
will rise in @ globular form from the first 
kneading until finished. After the dough is 
ready to let raise, wash the crock the sponge 
was in, scald it out (this warms the crock 
nicely) dry thoroughly, use enough sweet 
lard to grease the crock well, but not too 
much, as you will have trouble forming the 
leaves. Cover lightly and set to raise in a 
warm place out of a draft. ; 

When light don’t knead jt, but simply 
fold the dough from the sides to center of 
crock and push down until of the origina! 
bulk, then with both hands pick up 
the dough and turn it over, keeping all the 
rough places under. When light again It is 
ready for the pans. . You will find pie tins are 
much ni¢er for bread than the long pan: The 
loaves will be much more evenly baked, will 
not dry out so soon, also there is a smal] 
“heel’’ Grease four pie tins thoroughly and 
your hands lightly. don't knead, but with 
your hands pinch the dough into two equal 
parts and divide again into quarters. K < 
the outside of the dough as it raised, for t 
outside of the loaves, tuck under all te 
“raw " edges. pat out all large air cells on top 
of loaf should there be any, form into round 
balis, handling as little as possible and place 
in .the tins to raise. When twice 
théir size they are ready the 
oven. 

Bake one hour fn a slow oveh. Should 
you use gas or gasoline turn the flame 
quite low,- say about half the force, 
for the first fifteen minutes to give the bread 
a chance to raise quité light before a crust is 
formed, then increase the heat, using great 
caré and not get the oven tod hot. At the end 
of a half hour turn the loave around and ex- 
change places from the upper to lower rack 
s0 all four will be evenly baked on the bot- 
tom. At the end of an hour they should be a 
golden brown. An old tablecloth makes an 
ideal bread clo.uh. Fold two thicknesses 
lengthwise and lay on a table. Remove from | 
ting and arrange che loaves near one end in 
the position in wuich they wefe baked (never 
stad new bresu oh edge or upside down), 
cover, witb four chicknegees of. the cloth and 
‘tuck -under/the ,dges.

Says the Governor of ‘ 


Isconsin.

Governor McGovern of Wisconsin has given fore, that the women of Wisconsin need the 


social or sociological in nature, 
rather than political Not merely because it 
interests the state, therefore, but because it 
will profoundly affect an earlier and 
atill more elementary institution of s0- 
city, the family is it anything. but 
a simple matter to deal with. it 
is, therefore, precisely the sort of a 
problem the common sense of al) should 
solve, rather than the select few, however 
wise and able, who compose the legislature. 
Under the constitution of Wisconsin, mbre- 
over, every proposed extension of the right 
of suffrage, before going into effect, must be 
submitted to the people for. their approval. 
For ea double reason, therefore, the woman 
suffrage bi]l was referred to the electorate. 
—Francis E. McGovern.” 

This document, while it does not stamp the 
governor of Wisconsin as a deep thinker, 
nevertheless proclaims his fair-mindedness 
and his wish to doright. A real statesman, 
free from prejudice, would acknowledge that 
if the few places where women vote do not 
show decisive results, though this. has.been 
denied, it is also true that in the many places 
where manhood suffrage rules the results are 
not elways to the credit of those who com- 


ballot because Wisconsin men have not 
played fair, except in these two most funda- 
mental things, equal suffrage and the “ age of 
consent.” ae ae 

In a estate where seduction is a crime, 
where a ten hour law for women is enforced, 
where pandering brings a sentence in 
ite train, and where in other matters there 
is a fairly equa) division of rights and pr'vi- 
leges, Women can scarcely claim they are mis- 
treated. Therefore must they ask the right 
of suffrage on higher grounds, claim it as an 
inherent right, asa natural right, claim it 
as a right which is necessary to their diguity 
as human beings. 

They should go back to fundamental prin- 
ciples in asking the electorates to grant them 
the fundamental right by which al) other 

Fights are guaranteed. They should insist 
that taxation without representation is still 
tyranny, éven though the unrepresented ones 
are women, and that it is still true that gov- . 
ernments derive their just powers only from 

consent of the governed.

Crown of Equal Rights. 

They should show the fair record of the 
pest, barring the two exceptions, and ask 
the men of their state to crown their fair and 
honorable record with the only logical crown, 
the right to self-ogvernment. Wise women 
and just will appeal to the sense of fairness, 
which is, with but few exceptions, an at- 
tribute of the other sex. 

Then, if these gentle means should fail, 
they should ask it in the name of the little 
girls of the state, plead for these children 
who cannot by law dispose of any material 
property, but yet who can “ give consent ’’ 
to thelr own degradation. The women who 
are pleading for equal rights in Wisconsin 
surely have one tremendous argument on 
their side when they plead for a chance to 
protect the See rn St ae ewitg ap 
in their midst.

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How to Have Variety y of Waists 
By Use of Now Popular Jumper.

White Cloth. 


Never have waists been seen in more fasci- 
nating array than at present, and the great 
popularity of the jumper makes it possible 
for a girl to have plenty of changes. I have 
taken particular notice how one girl man- 
ages. 

She owns a handsome Irish crochet lace 
waist with long sleeves and high collar, 
which are adjustable, so that she can have 
low neck and short sleeves when desired. 
The frst thing she did was to buy a g00d pat- 
tern of a jumper, and then she made sev- 
erel of them to wear over thé lace waist. Of 
course any kind of good lace would be suit- 
able for such a waist, She made one of black 
marquisette with touches of embroidery in 
oriental colors and designs to wear with her 
black coat sult; then one of white marquis- 
ette ornamented with the old time cross 
stitch. It was done in colors to harmonize 


' with the color of the skirt with which tt was

To work cross sahiaiang on materials that 
have not the open regular weave of the can- 
vas, baste a piece of tissue paper under the 


. , material and stamp the design on the ma- 
terial proper. 


The stitches are then taken 
through. material and paper. When the 
work is completed the tissue paper should be 
cut away from underneath. It is also bet- 
ter to work cross stitching over an em- 
proidery hoop to keep the work firm. Plan 
and work the design before ve out the 
waist.

Thread for Cross Stitching. 

The colored luster that comes on balls or 
small skeins of four strands is the best thread 
for cross stitching on thin material. Use 
two strands at one time. Tiny cross stitcb- 
ing could also be used to outline a design. 
Any embroidery could be done this way on 
any material. The entire design could be 
filled with the cross stitch. When cross 
stitching long lines in one color, work the 
first half to each tross all the way across, 
then return. If colors are boiled in strong 
salt and water before being used they will 
not fade. 

My friend then made a white chiffon jump- 
er, ornamented with beads for evening wear. 


Any braiding or bold embroidery design can 
be used as a pattern for beading, and short 


strands of beads can be formed into any ~™ 


length desired for fringe.’ Do not stamp the 


design on sheer material, as it will show be- 


tween the beads. Instead baste the transfer 
design under the material and work. Thread 
one bead at a time and then fasten to the ma- 
terial before stringing the next. Use thread 
of the same color, and when sewing the 
beads on take the stitches through both the 
material and paper; when completed tear 
the paper away. 

To wear with her white serge coat suit, she 
made several wash jumpers, one of fine white 
batiste, one of linen, and one of lawn. She 
introduced many original ideas to relieve the 
plainness of the sleeve over the shoulder. 
The white batiste was daintily trimmed with 
@ good sized lovers’ knot made from half inch 
val lace and placed right in front of the 
waist near the top edge. There was a smaller 
knot on eath sleeve near the shoulder, and 
neck and sleeves were edged with @ triple 
ruffle of val lace, sewed on so thet the edges 
turned in toward the waist.

Decorations for ‘the Jumper. 

The jumper.of linen she effectively decorat- 
ed with French knots to simulate beads, 
which should be kept in straight rows and 
evenly spaced. The design should not be 
stamped, but should be treated the same way 
as for beading. Flowers or foliage, or any 
other embroidery design, may be filled in 
with French knots as well as outlined with 
them. 

This girl’s jumper dresses were also worn 
with her crochet lace waist, one of bordered 
lawn in navy blue polka dot, and one of pink 
and white striped marquisette. 

Irish crochet launders beautifully and will 
stand hard wear, so it is a good investment. 
Sleeves and yokes may be bought separately. 
The yoke could be sewed to a thin lining. Of 
course it is a pretty effect to have the lace 
show through thin material, but it is not nec- 
essary. The material could be lined so that 
you may produce the same effect whether 
you have an all lace waist or just yoke and 
sleeves of lace for your foundation waist. 
You can easly see what it is possible to do 
with such a waist as part of your wardrobe. 
It permits of great variety with less expense.

According to the testimony from Wisconsin.

As early as 1850, it is averred, some 
nineteen years before similar action was 
taken in Illinois, the Wisconsin legislature 
began to pass laws defining and protecting 
the rights of women and children.

YouCan Make Washing Pleasant 


Laundry work is one of the most important 
branches of domestic work. and cifferent fab- 
rics require different methods of treatment. 
If the following rules ere carried out, much 
time, labor, and expense may be avoided and 
the washing @ay become a pleasure instead 
of drudgery. The name “ washing ” is sup- 
posed to have been given to the process of 
cleansing clothes in water because of the pe- 
cular sound producedsomething like the 
sound of the word Itself. 

Three things should be kept in view in 
washing clothes. First, to get out al! the 
dirt: second, to keep the things a good color; 
third. to use nothing that will destroy the 
materials, either chemically or mechanically 
—that is, by using strong soap or bleaching 
powders or by rough beating or scrubbing. 

All articles except stockings should be 
mended before washing, as iteaves labor and 
prevents the clothes wearing out so quickly.

HE old order changeth, giving place to new 
chorus girls. She who was fashionable 
on the Bowery and the Great White Way 
a generation ago could hardly bring an 
admiring thrill today. The standards, 
aspirations, and styles im chorus ‘girls 
have changed. All of the managers agree 
to that. She used. to be flashy and she 

used to be avowedly somewhat fast—to use a term in 
vogue in her day. to describe her. Well, maybe she fe 
just as flashy now, but at least the type of woman in 
front of the footlights has grown so much flashier that 
the chorus girl looks demure and retiring in comparison. 
Maybe she is fast today, but—you may finish the sen- 
tence for yourselves. 

The woman in front of the footlights has more or less 
of a record herself these days. 

If she is fast she is more discreet. Mort Singer, man- 
ager of a dozen or more shows employing chorus girls, 
summed up her attitude. “She is out for big game 
today. She doesn’t play for a supper or an automobile 
ride. She has her aspirations set on a millionaire and 
marriage. And she gets it. The chorus is one of the 
pest vantage places today from which td make a satis- 
factory marriage. Men of consequence come to the 
theater to enjoy a high class show. They have set out 


before them for critical inspection some of the best 
looking women oné would ever care to see. A genera- 
tion ago the director in getting up his costumes would 
say, “Put lots of spangles on them. Make the hats 
exaggeratedly big. Make the chorus “flashy.’” Today 
he says, ~ Make the costumes as nearly as possible what 
they are wearing in Paris in the boulevards. Reproduce 
fashionable life.” The result is that the men see women 
as they are off the stage. He looks at the chorus and 
then at the audience and he sees girls in the latter place 
who look just like those on the stage so far as general 


style is concerned.

Matrimony the Chief Goal. 

“The girls in the audience have on make up and the 
little black patch of courtplaster, just as the girl does 
on the stage. The man does not feel today in looking 
at the chorus girl that she is something remote and dif- 


gferent from the women that you marry, but: that she 


is a decidedly good type of woman to marry. She for 
her part has it in mind to marry just as well as she 
possibly can, and she therefore cultivates her manners 
to be just as good as she can make them. She even 
educates herself somewhat, and learns a little about 
languages. Having this idea of marriage in mind, she 
is naturally not’ so loud and sensational in what she 
does as she used to be a generation ago when it was 
the point of chorus girls to be loud and conspicuous and 
sensational: Heaven knows they are gaining their ends. 
It seems to me I have a new outfit every two years, be- 
Cause all of the old ones have married off. There is one 
of my old girls that I meet almost every morning driv- 
ing down Michigan avenue in her sixty horsepower ma- 
chine, She married a board of trade man and she 
makes him a fine wife. There isn’t any better dressed 
Woman so far as taste and elegance g0 on that street. 
And that is the type of man they marry, when they don’t 
do better yet. Sometimes they marry millionaires. It 
used to be that they hardly ever married, unless it was 
seme stage hand or member of the company. Now 
they don’t so often marry such people as they do busi- 
ness men. That is the principal difference I notice in 


the chorus girl of today.” | 
This change in the aims and ambitions. of the chorus 
girl has made some slight difference in her general 
bearing. Nowadays you are said still to see the men 
of the stage at the old restaurants end hangouts after 
the theater. But you see the girls of the chorus at the 
fashionable hotels and after the theater places. They 
are flashily dresSed, to be sure, but so are the women 
about then. If their clothes are more sensational, they 
are not enough so to offend the masculine eye. If they 
are as fast as formerly they are less conspicuous in the 
conduct of their affairs. They are extremely particular 
about the number and the kind © 
connected with their name. The story of & lover from 
the ranks of the well known rich is always ‘superiative-

ly good. It aoesn't interfere with her later chanes of 
marriage if she is careful what form the rumor takes.

pany remained in Wis town for a week during the 
first year she was out. He came and saw and was 
conquered. Many a chorus girl has taken root by 
just such a process throughout the ‘middle west, 
where men are located away from the brightness and 
spontaneity that attracts them and the ‘women of 
their home cities have not the courage or ‘the sense or 
the energy to cater to their tastes, es 

There are many girls who won't leave Broadway 
and who won't leave Chicago. The managers do not 
wish them to because they attract large followings 


‘where they.are. And there are others who wish par- 


ticularly to gO on the road for the reason cited above. 
The opportunities for marriage seem better. Up and 
down. California you will find .ex-chtorus iris in- 


‘stalled on‘rich ranches and-doing their woman's part 
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practically and well. You will find others plodding 
over miles of country—in slow trains from town to 
town, and on foot to the hotel. and always with the 
end in view of so conducting themselves that no 
possible chance of matrimony will escape them 
through any misstep of theirs.

Larger Salaries Added Attraction, 


Salaries are better than they used to be, as well as 
opportunities for marriage. For these reasons 
mothers bring their girls and put them on the stage. 
At a rehearsal the other evening eleven of the forty- 
five chorus girls had their mothers with them 
throughout the .evening. A generation ago mothers 
and fathers disowned their daughters for going on 
the stage, And a chorus girl furnished a sufficient 
thesis for a sermon any Sunday morning, A few of 
the chorus girls of a generation ago married well 
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or, if not that, rose from the ranks into premier 
parts, But in those days it was the flashy exception 
to do so, She was artificial, with blondined hair and 
an affected way of speaking, and she was loud. 

One might go on for hours as to the minute differ- 
ences between the girl of today and yesterday. But 
for the most part it would be but 4@ recitation of the 
difference between all womankind of the two periods. 
The chorus girl is but. a woman in all days and ages, 
And the first, last, and only essential difference be- 
tween. hér of today and her of the day past is that 
now she runs her game to better advantage. The 
girl off the stage has made this more possible for 
her by herself becoming faster. The men have made 
it possible by changing their attitude toward women 


in general. Society has made it possible by changing 


its attitude toward a number of things, chief among 
which is its attitude toward the stage and the chorus 
girl herself, Still, these are but the things that make 
the change in her possible and effective. She has

Novice Usually “ Knows” the Most. 


Often as ..ot a costly failure is caused by the author's 
regard for the integrity of his origina) manuscript—his 
flat refusal, backed up by his written contract, to 
change or permit to be changed a situation, a scene, or 
even a line of the dialogue. The immense monetary 
rewards of successful playwriting attract men and 
women b; the score; but it is, nine times in ten. the 


novice who is most stubborn in refusing to permit 


alterations or to make them. Now and again I jAave 
— successful by being uhderhand in crises of this 
nd. 

I bave permitted my stage director, or one ‘of my 
staff, or even a member of the cast to make suggested 
or advisable changes without the consent of the author, 
try out the revised form of the play without the auv- 
thor’s knowledge or consent, and then, when the changes 
prove to be the salvation of the venture, call in the au- 
thor, let him inspect the changes (in the attitude of 
the audience as well as in his lines!) and thus win him 
over to our way of thinking. 

But the great trouble is to get the author out of the 
way long enough to 46 anything of the kind. If ne be 
a new hand at playwriting; he sticks to the death, 
watching every performance, afternoons as well as 
night, and remaining up all night if he knows that a 
rehearsal is called for the morning, lest somebody alter 
& preposition or conjunction in his text. [It is useless 
to bother with this type of author; if the play fails on 
the first night, and he refuses to permit the revision 
suggested by experience plus the reviews In the Tues- 
day newspapers. money and energy ahd temper are con- 
served by sending the venture to the scrap heap. 


* | 
Example of Author's Stubbornness. 
An author's stubbornness cost me $22,000 just eleven 
years ago. He had, with the aid of an expert actress, 
made in the previous year a successful stage arrange- 


ment of one of the great standard novels of dur tongue.. 


His triumph was the greater because. the novel in ques- 
tion, one of the three volume effairs of the mid-Vic- 
torian period in fiction, had defied dramatization through 
two generations, A chain of circumstances—business, 
social, theatrical, literary, and ethical—made him the 
fogical, if mot the inevitable, man to prepare for me a 
play based on another novel. It was not to be a drama- 
tization, but an original play with the central character 
of the novel as the protagonist. (The novel itself did 
not contain the essential material for a play.) 

He set himself to the task in March; his contract 
called for delivery of the completed manuscript by 
July 15. He turned in by Aug 1 three acts of the four. 
The three acts were promising only to the experienced 
producing manager who knows what may be done with 
jaw material under expert stage management, once the 
actors get to-work. The contract stipulated that a cer-

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tain star siouid be engaged for the chief role. The star, 
@ man of great popularity, had other plaris in view, but 
was talked and cajoled into signing with me to play the 
part. However, it was necessary for me to guarantee 
to him a season of not fewer than thirty weeks at $600 
a week, besides which he was to have 50 per cént of 
tne profits. Now, $60¢ was the top notch salary of 
eleven years ago, outside the reckless realm of musical 
comedy. 

I was twice compelled to postpone the date of pro- 
duction because the harmless, necessary last act was 
not delivered. The author was chasing throtgh:a chain 
of one night stands after a manager who was sup- 
posed to be using a pirated version of the author's 
earlier play. It wags not the author’s business to pro- 
tect nis play, but that of the manager who had pro- 
duced it; but my author felt excited about the pro- 
ceedings, and dropped his work for me for a period of 
four weeks—to realize in the end that the man he had 
been chasing was simply presenting another (and 
better) version of the same, story, taken from the novel. 
which was publiie property!

Cosily Delay for the Producer. 


The four weeks’ delay cost the salary of the star, 
$2,400; the salaries of the supporting players, the me- 
chanical force, etc., $5,200; extra newspaper advertising 
explaining the two postponéements, $1,200; and I was 
afterward successfully ‘sued for the rental .of the 
theater for four weeks, making, with the costs of litiga- 
tion, $3,700 more. The management of the theater had 
verbally agreed with me to put up with the pos tpone- 


ments, in consideration of certain concessions I was te: 


make in the way of later bookings of stars and plays 


under my management; but I had nothing in writing to 


show that such an agreement was made, and‘ had to 
settle. 

When at length the last act was delivered it proved 
to be a slipshod piece of work—a mere assembling of 
the characters for the “happy ending”—and it might 
well nave been written by the carpenter or the prop- 
erty man in odd moments. The critics—some of the 
foremost reviewers in the land—wrote in warm praise 
of the play save in its technical aspects, and pointed 
out instance after instance where the play might be 


bettered by expert workmanship, elision, and condensa- 
wa. — 


The author refused to touch a revisionary pen to 
the manuscfipt during the first week. The Sunday 
newspapers re-reviewed the play, expressing regret taat 
it should be destroyed for lack of mere technical ex- 
pertness in the construction. The author then accused 
the press agent and myself of a conspiracy with the 
newspapers to belittle his work and spoil the venture— 
my investment at that point being exactly $19,000, not 
counting $2,200 which I had advaneed to aim on ac 
count. of royalties! As the audiences that had been 
attracted by the popularity of the star and the a priori 
interest in the venture began to dwindle the author 
became thougnatful and at length consented to make 
some changes. By the end of the second week he had 
not turned in a line of new manuscript, nor had. he 
cut a “but” or an “if’’ from the eld,

Press Agent the Good Angel. 


The press agent of the verture, a former critic, had 
meanwhile, and without my Knowledge, prepared a 
new manuscript of the play, substituting action for 
words and positiveness for negatiyveness in the cli- 
maxes, He had simply taken the superb mags of ma- 


terial in the ortginal, worked it over with some regard 


for the laws of the drama, and had turned it in to us. 
We sent for the author, who, after reading the new 
version, told us that we might try it. We put it into 
immediate rehearsal and worked day and night to get 
it ready. 

Then, on the afternoon of the night when We were 
to give a performance of the new material, the author 
stepped in and said that he would stand by the letter 
of his contract, which prohibited any change without 
his consent. In vain did we explain that no publica- 
tion would be made of the circumstances and that the 
reviser would never be known in the matter. His van- 
ity Was stronger than his desire for money—and that 
was strong enough. We sent the production to storage 
a week later and cnarged $22,000 to flat loss. Not even 


‘the massive settings and the costly costumes could 


be turned to account; they were not.even minor assets, 
as the play was laid in a period not often touched by 


playwrights, and the incidents and action called for 


by myself or by another manager in any play then 
on the horizon. 

This case is not special, or isolated, or unique. It 
is one of a score in my experience of the last fifteen 
years, each varying from the other in mere details, 
Less than a year ago I produced a play which was 
called a success by press and public. The contract 
with the author contained the usual clauses prohibiting 
the management from making any changes without the 
author’s consent. None was made, because none was 
needed. The play drew an audience representing just 
$208 to the theater on the opening night; by the end 
of the first week the house was crowded at every per- 
formance, and seats were being sold six weeks anead. 


It was a case of spontaneous, -genuine success that 


called for no managerial nursing. 
* 


Ways of Author Past Understanding. 


The author. by the end of the first week, decided 
that the play was not wholly to his liking and said 
he would make some changes. I refused to permit 
him to do so'on the good grounds that I had bougnat 
his play because it was an article that appealed to me, 
that it was. satisfactory to me, and that the public 
ltked it as it was. He denied my right to refuse to 
permit him to change the play, and went into court to 
ask for an injunction to compel me to permit him to 
revise the play! The amazing tring was that he was 
able to get an attorney who would consent to ask for 
such an ififunction. A hatter might as reasonably ask 
for an injunction tO compel me to have a hat dyed 


brown after I had paid the money for a black hat. He 


did not get the ifjunction, and the play proved to be 
one of the really great successes of last season. 

Of course, no sane man will contend that the pro- 
ducing. of plays is a business that can be scientifically 
pursued. It is a pursyit that has no regard for and 
is not affected by the laws of business economy. A 
dealer may come within measurable distance of cor- 
rectness as to what the price of raw coffee will be a 
year hence in Rio Janeiro or beef on the hoof next 
December on the Texas grazing grounds; but the the- 
atrical dealer—the man who produces the plays—can- 
not tell at 8 o’clock tonight waat the public demand 
for his play will be at 11 o’clock tonight! It is what 
Bagehot calls a “‘commerce of imperceptibles ’—fust 
that; a sort of trading on and in pubie fancy and 
popular whim. : 

It is no. kind of a trick today to spend $7,500 in the 
preparation for the stage of a play calling for no 
especial grandeur of mise-en-scene. “Disraeli,” a play 
dealing with a period so like the presert.as the late 
"70s, cost twice. that much before. the curtain went up 
on the first night. The growth of the public demand 
for material realism makes a production cost more 
than double now what it cost fifteen or twenty years 
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doors slam!

“Items” the Public Overlooks. 


Other factors—factors never considered by the pub- 
lic—-enter into the greatly increased cost of producing 
plays. Thus: It costs twice as much today as ten 
years ago to haul a lead of scenery to and from the 
theater. “Printing ”—1i. e.: the lithography, ete, used 
to advertise plays on the dead walls, billboards, ete.— 
costs 40 per cent more than ten years ago. Newspaper 
advertising has logically increased in cost in small 
places as well as large wherever the newspapers in 
question are of the old established kind. The musk 
cians jn the orchestra are paid 25 per cent more than 
a decade ago, and the stage hands get twice as much 
now as then. 

There has been an immense increase in the cost of 
the materials that enter into the making of scenery— 
mainly dumber and canvas. Not always can the lum- 
ber and the canvas of one play be worked over for the 
purposes of another, even when only slightly used. 
Costumes, as a rule, are valueless after a single sea- 
son of use, whether resident or on tour. Tae cost of 
maintenance in all departments is greater. Thus, in 
the Chicago run of “ Disraeli,” eleven weeks, the set- 
tings were retouched twice that they might be kept 
fresh and clean in appearance; while the wardrobe of 
the flunkeys, ete., in tne six minute incident of the 
final act were duplicated in order that one set might 
be cleaned while the other was being soiled. Small 
things, each considered by itself; but the aggregate rep- 
resents an immense increase in outlay. 

Again, the electrical department of the producing 
manager is become costly. Lighting is now a fine 
art; fifteen years ago the audience cared little so long 
as it could discern the actors and the furniture A 
scene Of no especial spectacular appeal often will call 


for a flood of clear white light that necessitates the ‘a 


use of ten. or twelve lamps. Wnder the new fire laws 
of nearly all the larger communities each of these 
lamps must be attended to by a man with no otter 
duties; and his salary is $1 a night. 
inexpert and unskilled labor of standing alongside & 
lamp for an hour or so, is an item of more than $100 
a week in the case of a performance where twelve 
lamps are regarded as necessary. 

Modern devices for the ereation of atmospheric fliv 
sion by means of ligats represent an immense outlay. 
It is often the case that apparatus is specially built 
for a play and of no use to any other play. Thus, in 
“The: Prodigal Son,” seven years ago, I paid $2,800 
for an apparatus of clock regulated lights to get a cef- 
tain atmospheric effect. The play failed and the ap- 
paratus has been in the storehouse ever since, useless 
for even one of the 200 plays I hdve produced mean- 
while. ’
